Fired Upon the Americans i ’rom Am-

A ii bank dr afts, 
checks or cer tificates of deposit not 
dr awing inter est, or or der for payment of any sum of money, 
dr awn upon or i.ssued by any bank, tr ust company, or any 
per son or per sons, companies or cor por ations, at sight or on 
demand, ther e must be affixed a two-cent stamp. 
All bills of exchange, (inland) dr afts, cer tificates of de­ 
posit dr awing inter est, etc., or any pr omissor y note, and for 
each r enewal of the same for a sum not exceeding $ioo oo, 
two cents: and for each additional $100.00 or fr actional par t 
ther eof in excess of $100.00, two cents. 
T h e section pir oviding for the cancellation of stamps 


r eads as ioliows; 
“ 
That m any and all cases wher e an adhesive stamp 
shall be used for denoting any tax imposed by this Act, the 
peison using the same shall wr ite or stamp ther eon the ini­ 
tials of his name and the date upon which the same shall be 
attached or used, so that the same may not again be used. 
And if any per son fr audulently make use of an adhesive 
stamp to denote any tax imposed by this Act, 
without so ef­ 
fectually cancelling and obliter ating such stamp, he. she or 
they shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor , and upon 
conviction ther eof shall pay a fine of not less than fifty or 
mor e than five hundr ed dollar s, or be impr isoned not mor e 
than six months, or both, at the discr etion of the cour t.”

ing the lax her eby char ged ther eon, he, she or they shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor , and upon conviction ther eof 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding two hundr ed dol­ 
lar s, at the discr etion of the cour t.” 
Section seven pr ovides that all instr uments, documents 
or paper s of any descr iption, on which the stanr ip demanded 
by law is not placed, shall not be competent evidence in any 
cour t. 
As the penalty in r egar d to checks, dr afts, etc., falls on 
the bank pay ing, as well as the per son dr awing the checks or 
dr afts, the member s of this Association have decided that all 
checks and dr afts must have the necessar y stamps attached
